I regret.to day thab my addréas 
in reply must also bo. provisional, Owing 
to thy great pressure of work within the 
lnat. few days my consideration of tho 
maltors in thia and othor addresses about 
to be presented to me has becn of the most 
cursory character ; but I cannot allow your 
kind words to pass without the acknow- 
ledgment which rises at the moment.
